BACK TO NORMAL 

The investigating committee have 
given out their finding as to how the fatal 
germ got into the operating room at the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, with such tra- 
gic results; and the superintendent has 
announced that measures have been taken 
or are being taken to make a recurrence 
impossible, 

That removes any cause for further 
suspicion or uneasiness as to the security 
of patients going there for treatment. The 
committee was composed of men in whose 
technical knowledge and judgment the 
public have every reason to place confi- 
dence. The hospital is under the man- 
agement of men whose sense of responsi- 
bility is beyond question. The public will 
thus be reassured that the faulty condi- 
tion has been corrected, and that the hos- 
pital is again all that the name implies. 

Thanks are due to the committee for 
making the investigation both prompt 
and thorough, for definitely placing re- 
sponsibility, and for indicating what 
should be done to eliminate the danger of 
infection again occurring. 


NOT THAT METHOD 

Col. Robinson, member of parliament 
for Essex West, would have the Dominion 
remove the ban that has been placed upon 
the export of liquor to the United States. 
This in retaliation for the action of the 
Government at Washington in refusing to 
allow residents of the Canadian border 
cities to work in Detroit. 

No doubt the United States immigra- 
tion authorities have exercised their 
powers ‘in a way that is both aggravating 
and hard to understand, in that connec- 
tion. And perhaps the way to bring about 
a change of mind on their part is to 
retaliate. But that will have to be done 
by some other method than that the Col. 
proposes. 

The member for Essex West happens 
to be a Conservative. That will not save 
him from disappointment. Premier 
Bennett voted to put the embargo on 
liquor shipments, and is not at all likely 
to accept the suggestion that Canada 
make itself again a partner of inter- 
national bootleggers and a party to the 
wholesale violation of the laws of a 
neighboring country. 


READJUSTING RELIEF MEASURES 


Relief measures in Edmonton, as in 
other cities, will have to be readjusted and 
extended as the condftions to be dealt 
with develop and become more clearly 
defined. 

As a beginning, the old immigration 
hall was brought into use a week ago as 
a sleeping place and eating place for un- 
married men without means of support. 
The quarters were over-crowded from the 
first, and the city authorities, in co- 
operation with the Provincial Government, 
are to utilize other buildings for the like 
purpose. Public opinion will approve 
that, as it will approve what other changes 
and extensions may be found necessary 
as time passes. 

One complaint that has been made in 
regard to the immigration hall should get 
something more than permissive attention. 
There, and wherever else men are sent to 
sleep, provision should be made for baths; 
and the authorities should see that the 
facilities are used. Regular baths should 
be not merely permitted in these places, 
but insisted upon, Men who will not 
keep themselves clean, when given a fair 
chance, do not deserve meals or any other 
kind of public assistance, and should not 
be allowed to mingle with those who do so. 

As regards meals, the situation would 
be somewhat eased if meal tickets at a 
minimum price were placed on sale, as 
suggested by Mayor Douglas. If that 
were done, hundreds of citizens would 
arm themselves against the ‘“pan-handler” 
with a supply of these tickets, and hand 
out a ticket, instead of cash, when ap- 
proached for help by a supposedly hungry 
man, 


A CHANGE IN POLICY 


Mr. McFarland has started his direc- 
tion of the selling agency of the Wheat 
Pool by making a somewhat marked 
change in policy. The agents who have 
been maintained by the selling agency in 
England and other countries oversea have 
been recalled, and Pool grain is to be of- 
fered for sale to and through the regular- 


+ 


ly established importing firms in those 
countries. 

While most Pool officials approve the 
change or have said nothing about it, a 
vigorous protest has been raised by a 
former official of the Saskatchewan or- 
ganization, and it may be assumed that a 
more or less large minority of Pool mem- 
bers will object to this summary rejection 
of the idea that Pool grain should be han- 
died from grower to consumer without 
the assistance of middlemen. 

As the three Provincial Governments 
have. guaranteed the losses of the 
Pool, the taxpayers of the three provinces 
are as really involved in the outcome of 
these operations as the members of the 
organization. If Pool grain can be mar- 
keted at satisfactory prices this guaran- 
tee will not have to be made good. Other- 
wise, the taxpayers will have to foot the 
bill. 

That it was time for a change of some 
kind was pretty strongly suggested by the 
fact that the oversea agents of the selling 
agency either could not or would not sell 
wheat last year, when the price was dou- 
ble that of this year. The equally pecu- 
liar fact is that Pool wheat has been mov- 
ing out this year more rapidly than last, 
at half the price. 

Mr. McFarland evidently thinks that 
it is the business of the selling agency 
to sell wheat. Whether or not he is right 
in the measure that has been taken, the 
promptness with which this was done 
indicates that he has positive ideas as to 
the purpose of the agency and as to how 
that purpose can be attained. And it does 
not seem probable that selling through 
the established importing concerns can 
land the Pool in a worse position than it 
has got into as the result of the former 


policy.

The story of Sir Thomas Lipton reads like one of 
those fairy wales of big business from small beginnings 
Yet this tall clumsy man, whose eyes are puckered at 
the sides with a thousand wrinkles of kindliness and 
humor, is no Napoleon of industry. Rather there 1s 
about him an expression of apologetic paternity, a 
certain wistfulness for the old days and the camara- 
derie of the slums, 

He was born in a Glasgow tenement in 1850, to 
the shriek of shipping. He went to the council school 
for the three R's, but the boys seemed cleverer than 
he was, so that he was always the biggest boy in his 
class. This worried him, and one day as he was 
walking to school he saw @ magic sign: ‘Boy Wanted.” 
He went right in and collared the job, at half a crown 
a@ week. 

There on the banks of the’ Clyde young Lipton 
first heard the call of the Panpipes, the minor third 
of a ship's siren tooting through the fog, calling to 
distance and adventure. Through a grimy window, 
as he labored with his bales and boxes, he used to 
watch the banging and the bustle, the loading and 
the coaling. There, after work, he used to hang about 
boats and talk to sajlors. 

When he was 17 he went to America to make his 
pile. He went on the advice of his mother. He only 
stayed three weeks in New York, for he read in the 
papers there were jobs going on the tobacco planta- 
tions of the South. He went as a stowaway in an old 
boal sailing for New Orleans. There he got a job in 
a grogery store. He lost it, and became successively 
a tramcar driver, and an advance agent on the roed 
for a portrait painter. It was on this last job that 
young Lipton decided the secret of success was to 
sell, not something people thought they might like, 
but something they simply had to have—tood ‘There 
was born in his mind the great idea of returning to 
nis native Glasgow and supplying the Glaswegians 
with biscuits and bacon, barley-corn and beans. He 
hadn't enough money to do that, though, He reck- 
oned he wanted about 100 pounds, 60 he abandoned 
his porraitist and signed on in a Gouth Carolina 
plantation. The wages weren't any too good, and sav- 
ing 100 pounds meant living more or less like a black. 
But he did it, and in 1870 the first “Thomas Liptons” 
opened for business in Stobcross street. From teat 
minute Desuny took him over.--Condensed for the 
Reader's Digest from the New Yorker (September 13, 
1930).

Health and Diet Advice

CHEMICAL ANALYSIS NOT A RELIABLE FOOD 
STANDARD 

For many years it has been my contention that 
the final proof of the value of a food is not in the 
test tube of a laboratory but in the living bodies of 
human beings and animals. 

Only a few years ago food chemists had arrived 
at the conclusion that the human body needed cer- 
tain food substances for its nutrition, such as: pro- 
teins, fats, carbohydrates and minerals. ‘These were 
the only substances that the chemists had been able 
to detect in fgods. Other scientists, Delieving that 
proof is better than theory, fed rats and guinea pigs 
on apparently balanced rations of proteins, carbohy- 
drates, fats and mineral clements and the animals 
died within a very short time. Thousands of experi- 
ments were used to prove that something was lack- 
ing in these foods even though the missing elements 
could not be detected by any known chemica] method. 

This new method of examining foods by observ- 
ing their effects upon living animals is called the 
biological method of food analysis, It has resulted 
tn the discoveries of the vitamins, the effects of the 
different mineral elements upon the body, the great 
difference between the proteins of various foods, and 
many other facts about foods. The discoveries of 
chemists about foods ere very important, but they 
should not be regarded as conclusive until tested by 
biological analysis, 

When I first became interested in the healing 
art, about twenty-five years ago, I noticed that 
many babies were affected with scurvy and rickets, 
inflammation of the eyes, digestive disorders, and 
malnutrition. Nearly all of the babies so affected 
were artificially fed—a few were nursed, but a rela- 
tively small number, Natiirally, the only conclusion 
was that something was wrong in their diets, The 
babies most severely affected were those living on 
cereals, gruels, sugar and either boiled or skimmed 
milk. I thought that the cereals and boiled milk 
were at fault and told mothers to avoid the cereals 
and to give only raw milk. The babies did much bet- 
ter on this diet, but still there was something lack- 
ing because the babies did not thrive quite as well as 
when nursing. After a number of experiments 1 
found that when orange juice was used with cow's 
milk the babies fairly thrived and did much better 
than when they were nursed. The reason for this 
was not apparent at the time, but the particular 
value was that this diet really worked for bables, The 
reason became apparent in later years when the 
vitamins were discovered by the biological experi- 
menters, such as McCullom, Funk, Eijkman, Mendel, 
Hopkins, Steenbock and many others, 

The fresh orange juice contains vitamins A, B 
and C, and the fresh whole milk contains large 
amounts of vitamin A and vitamin B, but not #0 
much of vitamin C, The cereal and milk diet was 
deficient because: vitamin A was absent, producing 
an improper development and inflammation of the 
eyes; vitamin B was absent, producing a lack of 
nervousness; vita- 
min C was absent, producing scurvy, improper teeth 
formation and a lack of resistance to infectious dis- 
eases. 

Biological experiments sre still being conducted 
and new discoveries are being made. It is quite 
likely that some more very important discoveries will 
soon be made about vitamins, mineral elements and 
the food combinations for the greatest efficiency

John Nicholson, born December 
11, 1821, Soldiers, whose duty placed 


them in India in the forties and fif- 
ties of the last century had, per- 
haps, greater opportunities of dis- 
tinguishing themselves than in any 
other period of the annals of the 
British Army. Few, if any of them, 
however, availed themselves more 
fully of those opportunities than did 
John Nicholson, who, starting as an 
ensign in the Bengal Infantry at 
the age of 17, in his brief but spec- 
tacular career rose to the rank of 
Brigadier-Genera] before he was 36. 
That he was marked out for still 
greater authority and position was 
clear by reason of his extraordinary 
combination of military genius and 
administrative ability. Unfortun- 
ately, in that year he fell mortally 
wounded in the hour of his success, 
when he was lending the main 
storming party through the breach 
in the assault of Delhi. Chroniclers 
say that in this brilliant achieve- 
ment Nicholson met the fate most

The dramatic rescue of Kading and 
Marten was saddened by news of 
Burke's death, At Atlin, in northern 
British Columbia, Mrs. Burke, wife 
of the advinturous airman who a year 
ago was lost and found, had staunch- 
ly waited for weeks while the search 
went on. She had followed develop- 
ments closely from the first. At their 
home in Wrangell, Alaska, Mrs. Mar- 
ten was overjoyed to learn of her 
husband's safety but her joy was 
tempered when she learned that Capt 
Burke's body had been claimed by 
the Arctic, 

Wasson, hero of the 
first discovered from the air the dis- 
abled plane and tirelessly sought the 
men who had been set down in the 
wititer country when it became caught 
in the frozen Liard, aiready was mak- 
ing plans for another flight to bring 
Burke's body back to civilization. He 
had not announced when he would 
| make the attempt. 

Survivors’ Story 


Telling the grim story of their 
| adventure, Marten and Kading said 
that after leaving Liard post with 
Burke on October 11, they flew into 
a snow storm. They doubled back up 
the Liard river, hoping to reach Wolf 
lake, but were compelled to land in 
the river to await clearer weather 
They made another start the same 
day but had to come down again 
This time the plane's pontoons struck 
a rock and floating ice and were

Tt sounds a note af warning that they will do well to heed, for there is no 
other error that women are more apt to fall into than that of absorbing them- 
selves s0 much in their children that they forget they have husbands to whom 
they have any duty at all, Men almost invariably resent this. It hurts their 
vanity to have their noses put out of joint by the first squirming, red-faced 
little infant that comes along. Because they are fathers they have not ceased 
to care for their wives nor to desire the!r society nor to enjoy going about 
with therh, and they cannot understand why their wives have suddenly lost 
\nterest in them and prefer the company of a squalling brat to theirs. 


Of course, the explanation of this is that in many women the ma- 
ternal instinct is stronger than the love instinct, and after the arrival 
of the first child they never think of their husbands again as men. They 
are only the children's father, whose sole purpore tn life is to provide the 
youngsters with food and clothes and sports cars, and they are perfectly 
willing to work their husbands to death to do this if it is necessary. 


Such women never make an effort to be attractive to their husbands 
They never dress up for them or try to amuse them, ‘They spend their even- 
ings watching the baby sleep. They wear clothes that the babies can't hurt. 
They have the kind of food on the table that is suitable for infantile diges- 
tions, They run their houses and their lives to sult the children and not 
their husbands, 


And when the children grow up they make a sort of closed com- 
panionship with them that excludes the husband, In many homes the 
mother and children are chums and the husband and father is made an 
outsider, Mother and children go off on larks together and leave father 
behind.
